flow Ornaments For the Home Can 
iic Made if the Beginner Has a Lit- 
tle Ingenuity and Patience—Cast of 
the Baby’s Hand, 


Few people realize the pleasure and 
instruction that can be gained from 
miking plaster casts. It is inexpensive, 
and the utensils required are found in 
every household. A cast of the baby’s 
chubby hand or foot or, in fact, a cast 
of any kind is not only a delight, but 
anornament, The great secret in mak- 
ing successful plaster casts lies in not 
getting excited. Care should be used 
When getting the plaster that it be 
plaster of paris and that it be bought 
from some shop where it is sure to be 
fresh, us that which is obtained from 
a drug store is apt to be stale and will 
not set properly. 

A few quarts of plaster should be 
suflicient for a first attempt. A bucket 
of water, a tin basin, a tin spoon, some 
oil or soapsuds and, if possible, some 
common modeling clay and a bottle of 
ink are all the materials required. A 
mold is first taken of the object, and 
wlien this is filled it gives the cast. 
There are two kinds of casts—those 
where only part of the object is shown, 
the other part resting on a tile or 
plaque, and those that show the whole 
object or are in the “round.” The hand 
is about as simple an object as can be 
found and is more interesting than 
most things. As the hand on the tile 
is the easiest, it would be well to start 
with that. Place a sheet of paper on 
f table and then grease the hand thor- 
oughly with the oil or thick soapsuds 
to prevent the plaster from sticking to 
the skin when removing the mold. 

When the hand is placed in the post- 
tion wanted, fill the spaces underneath 
it, where it does not touch the table, 
with clay, or if clay cannot be obtained 
use putty. It is convenient to make a 
sinall wall of clay around the object to 
prevent the plaster from running, but 
it is not necessary. Put about a quart 
of cold water in the basin and pour the 
plaster into it, stir quietly and keep the 
spoon under water to avoid making 
bubbles. Use enough plaster to make 
it the consistency of batter. If a little 
salt is added or hot water instead of 
cold is used, the plaster will harden or 
set more quickly. A small quantity of 
ink or any coloring matter will make it 
easier to distinguish the mold from the 
cast and will also nake it more brittle 
or rotten and easier to separate the 
two. Pour the plaster over the hand, 
taking care that there are no bubbles, 
until it is about half an inch thick. It 
will require a few minutes for it to set 
and is ready to lift off when it can be 
scratched with a knife. It is easier to 
turn the band and mold up and lift 
the band out than to take the mold off 
fie hand. If any plaster bas run under 
the fingers, cut it away with a dull 
knife. 

Should the hand not come out easily, 
working the fingers separately will of- 
ten loosen them. The mold should be 
allowed to dry a few hours and then be 
filled with white plaster, the same con- 
sistency as was used for the mold. A 
wall of clay about an inch high will 
have to be built around the edge of the 
mold, which when filled gives the tile 
for the cast to rest on. Let the whole 
dry and then chip the mold away with 
a knife. The mold, being of a different 


| color, can be readily distinguished from 
| the cast. 


In making the mold for a cast In the 
round, after the band has been oiled, 
sink it to about half an inch in a bed 
of plaster, leaving about half an inch 
for thickness. Make the rim smooth 
and, when hardened, oil. Now cover 
the upper half with plaster. When set, 
this should knock apart easily and the 
hand be lifted out. 

Another way, but a more difficult 
one, after putting the hand half way 
in the plaster and before this has dried, 
is to put a thin strong string around all 
the edges of the fingers, letting the 
ends come out at the wrists. Wheh 
the hand fs entirely covered with plas- 
ter and before it has hardened, pull the 
string out, which cuts it in two. The 
manner of filling both these kinds of 
molds Is the same. Oil and tie the two 
halves tightly together and fill with 
plaster, let harden and lift the molds 
off. 

Only one cast can be made from 
molds like these. At shops where plas- 
ter casts are made and sold and a 
number of the same casts are wanted 
a gelatin mold Is made. Being elastic, 
it is easily pulled off without harm to 
the cast and still retains its shape and 
ean be filled any number of times. The 
yellow or Ivory finish that is given to 
many casts Is obtained by using white 
shellac, which can be had already 
nixed from a paintshop. By adding 
oil paint any desired color can be ob- 
tained. Rubbing with a cloth gives a 
high polish. A bronze finish can be 
given by coating with a mixture of 


| white wax dissolved in turpentine, to 


which bronze or green paint has been 
added. 

A fine set of casts, which would in- 
terest children and could be used in the 
schoolroom, could be easily made, such 
as fruit or vegetable forms, apples, ba- 
nanas, potatoes and corn, or simple 
animal forms, such as frogs, fish, ete.; 
also models that one has made and 
wishes to preserve.—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

MINING IN CANAD40 


The Asnual Report Shows That This 
Country Is Advancing Rapidly. 


The annual report on mines and 
mining in Canada shows that this 
country is advancing rapidly, al- 
though many will be surprised to see 
how small @ place iron still holds in 
our mineral production. An increase 
in the production of iron ore may 
now be looked for. The growth of 
our mining is shown by vhis table:

In 1886 the production per capita 
of Canada was less than one-third of 
that of the United States; in 1899 it 
was about’ three-fourths. In other 
words, while the United States was 
adding 70 per cent. per head to the 
value of its mineral products the 
Dominion was adding more than 800 
per cent. It might be inferred that 
# this continues our mining industry 
will soon be as important relatively 
as that of the United States. It must 
not be forgotten, however, that the 
increase is largely due to the placer 
diggings of the Yukon. The propor- 
tionate value of the different mineral 
products was, in 1899, as follows:

Canadian Iron in Britain, 
The London, Eng., Speaker says: 


“The arrival in the Clyde of 3,500 
tons of pig iron from Canada is a 
development of some significance. 
Hitherto the iron which has come 
into this country has been brought 
from the continent and the United 
States when production there has 
been in excess of the demand; and 
so far from importing from the Do- 
minion we have sent it an average 
of about 10,000 tons annually. ‘The 
shipment represents the first effort 
of the Dominion Iron & Steel Com- 
pany to cultivate a foreign trade. 
This concern is of a magnitude equal 
to some of the largest establishments 
of Pittsburg; it owes its inception 
to American brains, which were 
prompt to recognize the iron and 
steel manufacturing possibilities of 
the country. Its works are situated 
at Sydney, Cape Breton, and from 
the immediate neighborhood it 
draws inexhaustible supplies of good 
ore, coal and limestone, at _ prices 
which bring the cost of the mater- 
jals to only about 3s. 8d. per ton, 
as compared with 13s. at Pittsburg. 
Being located in Canada, the com- 
pany pays no duty on such of its 
products us are consumed in the 
country, and its position at tide- 
water gives it a great advantage 
over American rivals for the  pur- 
poses of a foreign trade. Moreover, 
it receives a bounty from the Cana- 
dian Government, and this suffices 
to pay freights to and landing 
charges in England. The whole o1 
the Dominion Company’s four  fur- 
naces are now in operation, and as 
an outlet in Canada itself is not 
likely to be found for the whole of 
its output of over 200,000 tons per 
annum, there is every prospect of 
regular shipments an a big scale to 


Englend. In fact, Canadian ion 
threatens to prove a more serious 
competitor than cither American, 


German or Belgian.”

The terms soft and bard, however, 
as applied to water are scientifically 
considered purely relative. 

Water is usually reckoned to be 
“soft”? when it contains less than one 
five-thousandth part of its weight of 
mineral ingredients and “bard” when it 
contains more tban one four-thou- 
sandth. } 

Soft water has the property of easily 
forming a lather with soap and is 
therefore suitable for washing pur- 
poses, while hard water will only form 
a lather, and that imperfectly, with 
considerable difficulty. 

A mineral water has more than one 
two-thousandth of its weight of nat- 
ural dissolved solids, and a medicinal 
water Is a variety of mineral water 
containing a varying percentage of dis- 
solved natural solid or guseous drugs,

A Table of the Hour Reckonings ef 
All Nations, 

The difficulty of appreciating the dif- 
ference in time that prevails between 
different countries is very general, and 
the following list is printed for the pur- 
pose of a ready reference guide by 
which to calculate the time of any ec- 
currence in another country. All na- 
tions except Spain. Portugal and Rus- 
sin calculate their time from the meri- 
dian of Greenwich, accepting ag stand- 
ard some even hour meridian east or 
west of Greenwich. For instance: 

Western European time, or that of 
the meridian of Greenwich, is legal in 
England, Belgium, Holland and Lux:

Central European time, or one hour 
east of Greenwich, is legal in Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bosnia and Herzego- 
tina, the Kongo Free State, Denmark, 
[taly, Servia, Sweden, Norway and 
Switzerland, 

Eastern European tne, or two hours 
east of Greenwich, is adopted by Bul- 
garia, Roumania, Natal and Turkey in 
Kurope. 

Hight hours east of Greenwich ap- 
plies to the Philippines. 

Nine hours east of Greenwich ts 
adopted by central Australia and Ja- 
pan, 

Ten hours east of Greenwich ts offi- 
cial in Victoria, Queensland and Tas- 
mania. 

Eleven and a half hours east has 
been adopted by New Zealand. 

The United States, Canada and Mext- 
co Lave adopted the fifth, sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth hours west of Green- 
wich. 

The Hawaiian Islands adopt the me 
ridian of 101% hours west. ¥ 

In Spain the meridian of Madrid, 14 
minutes 45 seconds west of Green- 
wich, is legal; in Portugal, that of Lis- 
bon, or 386 minutes SY seconds west, 
‘and in Russia, that of St. Petersburg, 
or 2 hours, 1 minute and 18 seconds 
east of Greenwich.
